rebel troops of Santo Domingo, under

Rodriguez, surrounded the 
town of 


Santiago and finally captured it. 


After severe fighting for several 


hours and during which a number ot 
roen were wounded, the revolution- 
ists triumphed and Santiago fell into 
their hands. 
The revolution 
which 


has broken out in the northern part 
of the Republic of Santo Domingo, 
and which has already resulted in the 
establishment of a provisional gov- 
ernment at Puerta Plata under the 
presidency of General Morales, was 
caused, according: to advices received 
here, by the numerous custom house 
frauds and the prevarications of the 
ministers of war and finance.
